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Food waste service 
to begin in county 


MORE than 120,000 
households will be able 
to recycle their food 
waste in the new year 
through a new service 
being launched by local 
authorities in January. 

Figures have revealed 
leftovers and out-of-date 
food accounted for around 
30 per cent of the refuse sent 
to landfill in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

In the New Year, every 
home in Northampton and 
Daventry will be able to put 
out their food waste for a 
weekly collection on their 
regular recycling day 

Figures show that in North¬ 
ampton food waste makes up 
43 per cent of the rubbish in 
our bins. 

Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh, leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, said: 
“Food waste is the smelliest 
element of most people’s 
bins and now we will be col¬ 
lecting it every week. 

“This is a real step forward 
that gives us all a chance to 
prevent thousands of tonnes 
of waste being sent to landfill 
in our county each year. We 
will also see how much food 
we waste and be able to do 
something to save the money 
that is costing us too.” 

Every household will re¬ 
ceive two food waste bins, 
a small caddy that can be 
kept in the kitchen and 
filled with waste that can 
be emptied into the 
outdoor bin, and a larger, 23- 
litre bin with a lockable lid 


that can be kept outdoors. 

Bin deliveries will begin on 
January 16 and the first food 
collection will take place on 
January 23. 

The service will then be 
gradually phased in between 
January and March, with 
each household receiving 
their bins a week before the 
service begins in their area. 

The food bin can be lined 
with newspaper or composta¬ 
ble corn-starched liners, that 
are available in shops. 

It has a lockable lid that 
keeps smells in, pests out and 
prevents spillage. 

It is hoped the scheme will 
reduce the amount of waste 
going to landfill, where it 
rots and produces methane - 
which contributes to climate 
change - and it will reduce 
the amount of landfill tax the 
county has to pay. 

Food waste collected as 
part of the new service will 
be recycled at an anaerobic 
digestion plant in Kettering 
where it will be turned into 
electricity and fertiliser. 

Information booklets will 
be distributed to households 
in early January to explain 
more about the service. 

They will include the 2012 
waste and recycling collec¬ 
tion calendar. 

Some households will have 
a change to their collection 
day in the new year. 

A weekly doorstep textile 
collection will also be intro¬ 
duced from the week begin¬ 
ning January 16.

Rail users 
hit by 
fare rise 

THE chairman of the North¬ 
ampton Rail Users Group has 
condemned the latest rail price 
rises as ‘Alice in Wonderland 
economics’. 

It was yesterday revealed 
train fares would rise by an 
average of six per cent next 
year, meaning the cost of an an¬ 
nual season ticket from North¬ 
ampton to London Euston will 
be more than £4,750, a rise of 
around £300 on this year. 

Chairman of the group, 
Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley, said the continual rises 
would drive commuters away 
from Northampton and force 
rail users onto the roads. 

He said: “It is crazy. To any¬ 
one who commutes from North¬ 
ampton to London and earns 
less than £30,000; take away 
tax and National Insurance, it 
means their rail fare will cost 
about 20 per cent of their entire 
income. 

“Yet they want Northampton 
to build new houses to provide 
houses for those people who 
work in the service industry 
but can’t afford to live in Lon¬ 
don. It is Alice in Wonderland 
economics.” 

Mr Binley also called for an 
end to “clever” sales offers for 
buying tickets in advance and 
instead introduce a standard 
rail fare that passengers under¬ 
stand. 

He added: “This comes from 
a Government that wants 
people to use trains instead of 
cars. I’d like them to recognise 
they need to sort out the great 
mystery of rail fares to the 
ordinary consumer to ensure 
we have a standard fare that 
is sensible and equitable and 
encourages people to use the 
railways.” 

Chris Groome, of Travel- 
Watch East Midlands, said 
the rise could have been “a lot 
worse”.

'Plans could 
open door to 




RESIDENTS say propos¬ 
als to switch-off a number 
of CCTV cameras and axe 
funding for PCSOs could 
mean it is "opening the 
door" to more crime in 
Northampton. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s leaders revealed they were 
considering cutting £39,000 from 
CCTV funding next year followed 
by the possible switching off of 
some cameras in 2013, saving a 
total of just under £110,000. They 
also plan to remove £100,000 fund¬ 
ing for Police Community Support 
Officers. 

Those cuts, coupled with North¬ 
amptonshire County Council’s de¬ 
cision earlier this year to switch 
off half of the area’s street lights, 
have prompted concerns of a po¬ 
tentially spiralling crime rate as 
offenders take advantage of the 
lack of security measures. 

Tony Mallard, chairman of 


Northampton Federation of 
Residents’ Associations, said: 
“We were saying at a meeting on 
Wednesday night that some people 
now say they don’t want to go out 
in the dark at all, which is terrible. 
It’s not just fear of crime but that 
a cyclist will ride into you or some¬ 
thing in the dark. 

“Switching off CCTV would 
make it worse. Unfortunately the 
world we live in means CCTV 
cameras are necessary for peo¬ 
ple’s security. If they were needed 
when they were installed then 
how will they now be able to take 
them away? It’s opening the door 
to more crime, in my opinion.” 

The street light switch-off, 
aimed at saving the county coun¬ 
cil £2million, has angered large 
sections of the public. The possi¬ 
bility of axing part of the town’s 
extensive CCTV camera network 
has been met with fury by many 
residents who have seen their 
streets plunged into darkness. 


Parents concerned 
about 'super centre' 


PARENTS of disabled children 
who use a respite care centre in 
Duston have expressed strong 
concerns about plans to close it 
and replace it with a new “su¬ 
per centre”. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet approved 
plans to invest in a £1 million 
upgrade of the John Green¬ 
wood Shipman Centre in Thor- 
plands. The project will see the 
Thorplands building converted 
into the main respite centre for 
young disabled people in North¬ 
ampton from 2013, leading to 


the closure of the Camelot Way 
centre in Duston. 

Melanie Day, whose son uses 
Camelot Way, told councillors: 
“It’s been an absolute lifeline 
for us and I know it is for other 
families too.” 

She was backed by Suzanne 
Dunkley whose son also uses 
Camelot way. She said: “It’s a 
fantastic place which provides 
peace of mind for families. So 
why take it away?” 

The move will save the coun¬ 
ty council and the NHS about 
£300,000 a year.

Trade falls 
after loss 
of signage 


A GROUP of small business¬ 
es in Castle Ashby claims to 
have lost customers since 
Northamptonshire County 
Council took down signs 
advertising the shopping 
village. 

Signposts directing shoppers to 
the Castle Ashby Rural Shopping 
Yard in Northamptonshire were 
removed by the council last week. 

Brian Cullen, who owns the Cul¬ 
len Gallery in the site, said shop¬ 
keepers were given no warning 
the signs would be removed and 
since they were taken away busi¬ 
ness had dropped. 

Mr Cullen said the signs had 
been in place for around 20 years, 
and added: “Taking the signs down 
completely isolated all of the shops 
on the site. I don’t understand why 
the council would do this now and 
without any warning. It has really 
affected business, especially over 


the Christmas period.” 

Mr Cullen said the signs which 
were removed included an adver¬ 
tising board on the site, and two 
signs on the A428 and one sign on 
Station Road, which all directed 
people into the site. 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council said the 
signs were returned to the site on 
Wednesday, and added: “There are 
strict guidelines about what kind 
of signs can be erected by the side 
of roads on highways land. It’s im¬ 
portant to regulate the number of 
signs as clearly too many can be 
very unsightly but also unsafe as 
visibility can be reduced. 

“In this instance a number of 
unauthorised signs have been tak¬ 
en down as they did not meet regu¬ 
lations. What we’ve agreed is that 
some of the signs can be replaced 
temporarily while ones which ap¬ 
ply to regulations are made and 
installed.” 


Three country park 
shops are to close 


THE shops at three of North¬ 
amptonshire County Council’s 
country parks are set to close 
next year as part of the authori¬ 
ty’s budget cuts. 

The stores at Sywell, Barn¬ 
well and Brixworth country 
parks will be converted into 
free to enter un-staffed visi¬ 
tor information centres, with 
games and activities for fami¬ 
lies, from April 2012. 

The council is also making ar¬ 
rangements for mobile catering 
concessions to sell refreshments 


from Sywell country park and 
Barnwell, near Oundle. 

Ahead of the closure, there 
will be a 40 per cent sale of 
most items including toys, out¬ 
door clothing and gifts. The 
sale, which starts today, will 
last until January 8, although 
the shops will be closed Decem¬ 
ber 25-27. 

Any unsold stock after that 
date will be sold at Brixworth 
Country Park, which has the 
biggest of the three earmarked 
shops.

Chief exec's 
pay is the 
fifth lowest 


THE chief executive of 
Northamptonshire Police 
Authority receives nine 
per cent of the organisa¬ 
tion's total budget of more 
than £850,000, research has 
shown. 

New figures show that chief 
executive Debbie Roe was paid a 
salary of £65,000 and pension pay¬ 
ments of £9,964 out of the authori¬ 
ty’s total annual budget of £858,731 
in 2009-10. 

However, her salary is the fifth 
lowest out of all 42 police authori¬ 
ties in England and Wales. 

The figures, put together by The 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, also show that 
allowances for the 17 members to¬ 
talled £161,000, the lowest amount 
of any police authority. 

Deirdre Newham, chairman of 
Northamptonshire Police Author¬ 
ity said she defended the salary 
levels of the chief executive and 
members. 

She said: “I think the levels of 
pay which our staff receive are 
some of the cheapest in the coun¬ 
try. We have not put up any of our 
salaries or members’ allowances 


for many years. We always try to 
keep costs as low as possible. 

“We are happy that our chief 
executive gets paid correctly and 
does an extremely good job. 

“Every year we try to review the 
costs of the authority and last year 
we decided not to increase pay at 
the rate of inflation.” 

Matthew Sinclair, director of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said he 
believed the new system of elected 
police commissioners would help 
reduce costs of police authorities. 

He said: “Police Authority chief 
executives enjoy generous pay and 
perks at taxpayers’ expense. But 
despite the cost, police authorities 
aren’t properly accountable to the 
public who pay for them. 

“The introduction of elected 
police commissioners will ensure 
that the police are taken to task by 
elected representatives, and have 
to respond to the public’s priori¬ 
ties, which doesn’t always happen 
under the current system. There 
will be a cost but that is far better 
than sticking with the status quo.” 

Northamptonshire Police Au¬ 
thority has the fifth lowest budget 
in England and Wales.

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Trading standards 
officers are warning 
people about Arctic 
Ice Vodka, left, and

OFFICIALS have warned 
shoppers in Northamp¬ 
tonshire not to buy bot¬ 
tles of 'bargain' vodka 
which they fear could 
contain dangerous 
chemicals. 

Some shops in the county 
have been found selling bot¬ 
tles of Arctic Ice Vodka’ and 
‘Drop Vodka’. 

The spirits have been previ¬ 
ously found to contain harm¬ 
ful chemicals, including chlo¬ 
roform, ispopropyl alcohol, 
which is found in cleaning 
fluid, and methanol, which is 
used in antifreeze. 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council’s 
Trading Standards depart¬ 
ment encouraged both shop¬ 
pers and shopkeepers to be on 
the lookout for the drinks. 

He said: “The public are 
encouraged to be vigilant and 
report any suspicious prod¬ 
ucts to Trading Standards. 

“Shops might think they’re 
getting a bargain by buying 
from a ‘man-in-a-van’. 

“But not only could they 
cause great harm to their 
customers, they could land 
themselves in court and also 
have their alcohol licence re¬ 
voked.” 

Chemicals which have pre¬ 
viously been found in tests of 
the drinks are highly toxic. 

Officers from Trading 
Standards are now working 
closely with the police and 
environmental health officers 
to identify sellers and stop the 
supply of the drinks.

In the run-up to Christ¬ 
mas, they are increasing the 
number of premises they vis¬ 
it and any illegal goods will be 
seized and court action could 
follow. Premises could even 
lose their licenses. 

The Trading Standards 
spokesman added: “Retailers 
can protect themselves by 
only buying from reputable 
suppliers and always getting 
an invoice which clearly iden¬ 
tifies the wholesaler and the 
products they have bought. 
The retailer must be able to 
show where they have ob¬ 
tained their stock.”

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Ponds dry 
up after 
shortage 
of rainfall 
in county 







Richard Hughes 
and Dennis 
Nash at the 
problem ponds 


RESIDENTS suffering 
from the consequences 
of stagnant ponds in an 
area of Northampton 
have claimed the prob¬ 
lem should be addressed 
by environmental health 
workers. 

But Northampton Borough 
Council, which runs the en¬ 
vironmental health service, 
has said the situation ‘may 
have to be accepted’ as wa¬ 
ter levels drop in rivers and 
ponds because of the recent 
dry weather. 

Richard Hughes, from Fish¬ 
ers Close, in Little Billing, said 
ponds close to Fishponds Road 
and Manorfield Road, were 
giving off a nasty smell and 
neighbours had spotted rats. 

He said: “There’s something 
very wrong with the pond. 
The water in it is stagnant and 
there’s thick mud that’s really 
beginning to smell. 

“I’m concerned it’s a risk to 
children who might be tempt¬ 
ed to play in the mud. 

“Also water rats have been 
seen in the gardens of hous¬ 
es that back on to the main 
pond. 


“I think it’s a health risk 
that needs to be looked at and 
I’m also worried that any wild¬ 
life in the area will be in dan¬ 
ger. It’s a real shame because 
they used to be lovely ponds.” 

But Councillor John Cas¬ 
well, (Con, New Duston), 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for the 
environment, said it was a 
country-wide problem. 

He said: “We have been mon¬ 
itoring the water levels of both 
ponds for some time. Unfortu¬ 
nately, over the last two years 
the amount of rainfall across 
the country has declined lead¬ 
ing to the water levels drop¬ 
ping in many ponds, lakes and 
even reservoirs. 

“As there are no fish and the 
only natural source of water 
for each pond is rainfall, we 
must wait for the rains to re¬ 
fill the ponds. Unfortunately, 
we may have to accept that 
over the next few years the 
water level will be lower in 
ponds and lakes that are not 
fed by streams or other water 
sources.” 

The council confirmed both 
ponds have never been stocked 
with fish.

TRIBUTES have flooded 
in for a former police 
licensing officer who 
was well known across 
Northampton.

Sergeant Mark Worthing¬ 
ton, who replaced Mr Bur¬ 
bage when he retired from his 
licensing role in June 2005, 
said: “I worked with him for 
a number of years and often 
deputised for him when he 
was away as acting inspector. 



“He was very well respect¬ 
ed by the licensing commu¬ 
nity and worked very closely 
with them. 

“He maintained those links 
after he retired as well and 
they often went to him for ad¬ 
vice, even after he retired.” 

Chief Supt Paul Phillips 
said: “Our thoughts are with 
Bernie’s family and close 
friends at this time.” 

Northampton’s market 
traders also paid tribute to 
their former boss and Eamon 
Fitzpatrick, who has owned 
his fruit and vegetable stall 
for almost 50 years, said:

Holmes is on the case 


T HE sleuthing is far from 
elementary in Guy Ritchie's 
action-packed sequel to his 
2009 reinvention of Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle's fictional detective. 

The dense narrative taxes what 
Hercule Poirot referred to as the 
“little grey cells”, connecting mi¬ 
nuscule clues in Sherlock Holmes’s 
mind through high-speed flashbacks 
in a style that will be familiar to fans 
of the TV series CSI: Crime Scene 
Investigation. 

Sinewy plot strands will probably 
tie younger audiences in knots. 

For all its intellectual rigour, A 
Game Of Shadows often feels like a 
series of ambitious action set-pieces 
which have been bolted together by 


screenwriters Michele Mulroney 
and Kieran Mulroney 

Explosions and stunts are orches¬ 
trated at breakneck speed by Ritchie, 
whose repeated use of slow-motion 
bloats the film’s cumbersome run¬ 
ning time. 

Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) has 
cut a swathe through the criminal 
fraternity of late 19th century 
London aided by trusty sidekick 
Dr John Watson (Jude Law), who is 
bidding farewell to crime-solving to 
marry Mary Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 

Newspapers are filled with 
shocking headlines about anarchist 
bombings in Strasbourg and Vienna, 
the apparent overdose of a Chinese 
opium dealer and the death of an 


American steel magnate. 

Holmes deduces these events are 
linked to Professor James Mori- 
arty (Jared Harris) and the sleuth 
persuades Watson to join him on one 
final globe-trotting adventure. 

En route, the double-act en¬ 
counters Gypsy fortune teller Sim 
(Noomi Rapace) and Holmes’s 
brother Mycroft (Stephen Fry), who 
is well-connected in the British 
government. 

A bruising battle of wits with 
Moriarty becomes personal when 
the diabolical professor promises to 
make Watson and his new wife suf¬ 
fer for Holmes’s meddling. 

“When two objects collide, there 
is always damage of a collateral 


nature,” threatens the scholar, who 
is protected by a sharp-shooting 
lackey, Colonel Sebastian Moran 
(Paul Anderson). 

Sherlock Holmes: A Game Of 
Shadows is a sporadically entertain¬ 
ing jaunt. 

Downey Jr and Law ease back into 
familiar roles as the quixotic genius 
and his strait-laced foil, Rapace is 
suitably feisty in her first English- 
speaking role and Harris chews on 
every syllable with menacing intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine 
James reprise their roles as Inspec¬ 
tor Lestrade and long-suffering land¬ 
lady Mrs Hudson respectively, but 
neither is afforded sufficient screen 
time to make an impact. 


There are some sparkling comic 
interludes, such as when Sim ar¬ 
ranges a horse for Holmes to chase 
after Moriarty and the sleuth 
explains that he is averse to four¬ 
legged travel because, “They’re 
dangerous at both ends and crafty in 
the middle.” 

“Why would I want something 
bobbing about between my legs with 
a mind of its own?!” he adds. 

Fry is a delight too as pompous, 
pontificating Mycroft, including a 
hysterical sequence reminiscent of 
Austin Powers, which sees Holmes’s 
sibling wander naked about his 
home, sparing his blushes (and ours) 
with strategically placed furnish¬ 
ings. Thank heavens for small vases.

S UZUKI'S swiftest Swift proved a big 
hit with youngish owners looking 
for an affordable (to buy and insure) 
warm hatch. 

So little wonder the new Sport model, 
on sale in January, is more a step forward 
than a leap into the automotive unknown, 
with more of what's good and a bit less of 
what isn't. 

In the good column are power and econ¬ 
omy, both boosted by a gentle reworking 
of the existing engine and the addition of a 
sixth gear to make long motorway drags a 
bit less of a... drag. 

There's also been a bit more space added 
to the length of the new Swift Sport for a 
slightly roomier interior (still only a four 
seater, though) and the addition of cruise 
control and keyless entry - leave the key in 
your pocket and the car still knows you're 
about. Like the old car, metallic paint is 
standard at no extra cost (tell that to 
Audi!). 

So to the not so good; this welcome tink¬ 
ering with an already successful formula 
has brought a price increase that's rather 
more than a gentle uplift. 

The old Sport cost £12,995 (they're all 


sold, by the way), so the predicted £14,500 
of the new model looks as though the 
Suzuki price setters knew they had an in- 
demand model on their hands and priced it 
accordingly. 

It's still not overpriced, though, when you 
consider the reworking you'll find in the 
little hatchback, designed in Japan, tested 
on some awkward Yorkshire roads as part 
of its European acclimatisation and built in 
Hungary in a plant that this summer built 
its two millionth vehicle. 

The last Sport model was hard to pick 
out from its cheaper, slower siblings.The 
newcomer is less shy about boasting of 
its sporting prowess, with a bolder front 
grille, finned fog lamps housings, side body 
mouldings and a spoiler above the rear 
window. Multispoked alloy wheels fill the 
wheelarches in muscular fashion. 

Inside, the changes from non-Sport ver¬ 
sions is subtle, with more firmly bolstered 
front seats about the only obvious change. 
Not that there's much wrong with the 
cabin anyway, with room in the rear for 
two adults and a dashboard that's simple (a 
good thing) and easy to read. 

In slightly pearly white paint the Swift 


Sport looks every centimetre the sporty 
hatch it's intended to be, with blacked out 
rear side windows adding a touch of Mafia 
menace. It looks perfectly pitched at the 
early-30s and mostly male buyers who 
Suzuki thinks will fall for the car. 

They'll appreciate the care Suzuki's engi¬ 
neers have taken over making it feel sporty 
on the road, with a lot of work to make the 
suspension and steering feel sharper with¬ 
out turning the car into a racetrack refugee. 

Like other sporty numbers from Japan 
(think Honda in particular) the Swift Sport's 
engine needs to be worked hard for maxi¬ 
mum attack. 

Indeed, change gear at what sounds the 
right time and you'll miss its verve. This is a 
car that rewards effort from its driver, who 
won't mind swapping gears in a box that 
feels crisp and positive. 

It may be small but there's a proper big¬ 
ger car feel to the whole machine, a sure 
sign that painstaking development has 
followed every change. 

That augurs well for a long term relation¬ 
ship with a car that will bring a smile to 
many a young man's face. And some older 
ones too.

Lawes to stay at 
Saints until 2015 


COURTNEY LAWES has 
signed a new deal with 
Saints that will keep him at 
Franklin's Gardens until at 
least 2015. 

The news comes as a big boost 
to boss Jim Mallinder, who this 
week also secured the signatures of 
Jamie Elliott, Mike Haywood and 
Ben Nutley. 

The talented trio of Senior Acad¬ 
emy graduates have played an in¬ 
creasing part for Saints this season 
and been rewarded with two-year 
first-team deals. 

But it is the contract renewal 
of Lawes that will put the biggest 
smile on Mallinder’s face as he aims 
to hold on to his England stars. 

The 22-year-old has made 86 ap¬ 
pearances for Saints, scoring 10 
points in the process, and has en¬ 


joyed a meteoric rise since making 
his Northampton debut in 2007. 

He has not only established him¬ 
self as a regular for Saints but also 
for England, winning 13 caps for the 
Red Rose. 

Lawes travelled to this year’s 
World Cup in England and though 
his tournament was blighted by a 
ban, he remains a key member of 
the international squad. 

Lawes says that he had no hesitation 
in signing the new deal and that he be¬ 
lieves that the best is yet to come. 

“It means a lot to sign a new con¬ 
tract with the Saints because I’ve 
grown up around here,” he said. 

“It’s good to sign on again and 
see myself with a future at the club. 
I enjoy playing here and working 
with the coaches and want to stay 
here for as long as I can. 

“I think I’ve improved a lot as a 


player in recent years, which has all 
come from playing here and being 
coached here. The coaches keep us 
grounded off the field and I’ve still 
got a lot to learn from them on the 
field.” 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
said that the three-year deal was a mas¬ 
sive statement of intent by both Lawes 
as a player and Saints as a club. 

“Securing the signatures of play¬ 
ers like Courtney for three years is 
very important for us as we look to 
make the next step up as a club,” he 
said. 

“We have been at the right end 
of the Aviva Premiership table and 
playing in the later stages of cup 
competitions in the past few years, 
but we want to be in the mix for the 
major pieces of silverware every 
year and to do that we need top play¬ 
ers at Franklin’s Gardens.”

Holt in 
patience 
plea to 
Town fans 

ANDY HOLT has issued a plea for the 
Cobblers supporters to be patient as 
the side gets accustomed to life under 
new manager Aidy Boothroyd. 

But the defender has stressed the 
importance of the two home games 
Town play between now and the end of 
the year and believes the fans will have 
a big part to play in both. 

Northampton’s next fixture is 
against Burton Albion at Sixfields on 
Boxing Day and is the first of a run 
of three games in the npower League 
Two play-off places. 

A Cobblers victory in the festive 
fixture would end a winless run that 
stretches back more than two-and-a- 
half months. 

Not since the 2-1 win at Barnet on 
October 1 has this squad tasted victory 
and they were beaten last time out, los¬ 
ing 2-0 at Oxford United on Saturday 

That long sequence has left the side 
just three points off the bottom two 
and, although the next three games are 
against tough opposition, Holt is con¬ 
fident the team can soon correct their 
poor form. 

“The gaffer has come in and been 
brilliant, we know what we’re doing 
and it’s all been very organised but 
we know it’s not going to change over¬ 
night,” said Holt, who has lined up at 
left-back in Aidy Boothroyd’s first two 
games in charge. 

“We’re in a very low position that we 
need to get out of but I’m convinced 
that if we keep playing as we have been 
playing in the past two games then we 
won’t have a problem doing that. 

“When you’re near the bottom every 
team is above you and sometimes it’s 
just as hard to play the teams that 
are around you and fighting for their 
lives. 

“We need to focus on the fact we’ve 
got two home games coming up and be 
right up for the Boxing Day game. 

“We need the crowd behind us and 
make sure we have a good week on 
the training ground, getting used to 
the new shape and the way we’re play¬ 
ing.” 

Meanwhile, the club have advised 
supporters that they are currently un¬ 
able to print out tickets for forthcom¬ 
ing matches. 

Any supporters who have purchased 
tickets for forthcoming games will 
have the tickets left to be collected on 
the day of the relevant game until the 
problem has been resolved.
